AN OVARIAN OPERATION AVOIDED 
Dr. A. S. Tuchler, San Francisco, Cal. 


The following case will illustrate our method of high- 


frequency treatment for an inflammation of the ovary, with or 


without adhesions and perhaps complicated with pus in the 
Fallopian tube. 


This lady, of robust physique, age 20, recently married, of — 


excellent family, never had any sickness of a serious nature. 
Menstruation had always been regular and without pain. But 
shortly after her marriage she commenced to complain of pain 
in the ovaries, also of a profuse yellow discharge. Her month- 
ly periods were also very. painful. This continued for about 
four months, the pains in the ovaries gradually decreasing and 
the discharge becoming less under proper medical treatment. 

However, subsequently, while on a shopping tour, the 
pains again became so severe that the lady fell in a faint and 
was taken to a hospital. After an examination by the surgeon 
in attendance, it was decided that she had enlarged and in- 
flamed ovaries, complicated with pus in the Fallopian tubes— 
pyo- -salpinx—and an operation decided upon. 

However, she absolutely refused to allow this and re- 
mained in the hospital three weeks before she was strong 
enough to leave that institution. 

On the recommendation of a former patient of ours, who 
suffered from the same complaint, the lady presented herself 
to our office to see what the high-frequency treatment would 
do for her. 

On examination we found both ovaries and tubes enlarged 
and painful, with a profuse yellow discharge emenating from 
the neck of the uterus. This discharge was submitted to the 
pathological laboratory with a resultant gonorrheal report. 

She received daily bipolar Tesla treatments from a high- 
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frequency cabinet. This machine (see illustration) was ex- 
pressly made so as to give a very high-frequency current with-> 
out the heavy amperage of the ordinary H. F.. cabinet, and 
therefore giving none of the burning nor stinging sensations, 
so that the treatments can therefore be given much longer than 
from the ordinary machine and with far better results. 


So this lady was treated daily for thirty minutes, while 
from the ordinary high-frequency machine no more than seven 
minutes can be safely tolerated, as follows: An Aseptic glass 
vaginal insulated electrode was inserted in the vagina up to 
the painful ovary and connected to the active post of the bat- 
tery, while a moist metal covered pad was placed externally 
where the pain was greatest and connected to the indifferent 
post, which was groundd. After each treatment a tampon with 
a solution of Ichthyol, 10 per cent in glycerine, was inserted 
in the vagina. 


With this current the patient is not charged, it being con- 
centrated only where required. The electrodes were placed on 
alternate days on the right and left sides, respectively. 


The result of such daily treatments was that in three 
months there was absolutely no pain nor swelling left. 


For the gonorrheal infection the lady received the proper 
vaceine hypodermic injections. 


In this case there was good drainage from the Fallopian 
tubes through the uterus, so that the pus found vent through 
this channel. Had the opening of the tube leading to the 
uterus been closed so that the discharge could not flow out, 
then an operation would have been the only recourse. 


The lady now presented herself at the hospital where aie 
was previously taken for an examination to show the result 
of the electrical treatments which she had had, and to the 
astonishment of the doctors, nothing could be found which re- 
quired any surgical interference. 


In a paper which was read by the writer before the Na- 
tional Eclectic Medical Association at Indianapolis, Ind., June, 
1914, and which was subsequently published in the ‘‘National 
Eclectic Medical Quarterly for November, 1914, a series of 
cases were described of ovarian inflammation complicated with 
adhesions and pus tubes, treated by the high-frequency Tesla 
current, as detailed in this article.

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KALI PHOS IN THE AFTER TREATMENT OF ANTERIOR 
POLIOMYELITIS

Read before the California Eclectic Medical Society. 

Last September, shortly after my return from Europe, 
there came under my care a child, female, aged 2 years, who 
had one month previous suffered an attack of Anterior Polio- 
myelitis. Examination showed the little one weak, debilitated, 
restless and irritable; mucous membranes and white of eyes 
showed an anaemic bluish cast; right leg helpless. Parents 
were alarmed and worried, looking forward to an invalid and 
crippled future for their baby as the least of the two evils that 
seemed to beset her. 

After careful electrical tests showed no reaction of de- 
generation as yet in the muscles involved. I decided, if we 
all got busy, something might be done to at least modify the 
sequelae, if not repair the damage that had already occurred. 
So I advised electricity—galvanic and faradic—massage, salt 
baths, fresh air, sunshine, outdoors, correct food, etc., trust- 
ing to these to do what might be done and giving no thought 
to remedial treatment except an iron tonic. 

But altho treatment as above outlined was religiously car- 
ried out, I could see little or no improvement, and in watching 
and studying the case it dawned on me I had here in the 
bluish hue of the mucous membranes the impoverished ner- 
vous condition evidenced by the general systemic debility, most 
of the indications as taught by Professor Willard in his lec- 
tures at the California Eclectic Medical College and as set 
forth by him in his article in the California Eclectic Medical 
Journal, March, 1912, for Kali Phos.

the child is the picture of health and apparently perfectly 
well, the only evidence left of the trouble being a slight dif- 
ference in the size of the calves—that of the right leg being 
the smaller—and an inability to fully flex the ankle, and the 
toes, except the great one, can be reasonably well extended, 
showing that the extensor group of leg muscles have fairly 
well recovered. 

Of course, the treatment outlined at the beginning was 
and is still being continued, as is also the Kali Phos.

HORMONES, SHALL WE ADD THEM? 
Finley Ellingwood, M.D., Chicago, Ill. 


In reading the pages of the history of the Eclectic school of 
medicine, we are aware that the field, that was drawn from by 
the fathers in selecting drugs in the early days, was almost ex- 
clusively the botanic field. In the natural evolution of a great 
system of medicine which has become a dictator in the lines of 
internal drug application we have thought best to draw from 
other fields only to a limited extent. Our great effort has been 
made in the correct development of our knowledge of plant 
drugs. The question now arises: Have we in our systematic 
study omitted other classes of remedies, that would have given 
us a broader field, and a wider reputation, and, perhaps, im- 
proved our own methods of healing the sick? With us an or- 
ganic materia medica is the rational materia medica, and our 
close adherence to organic remedies, has certainly developed 
correct underlying truths that can not be gainsaid, and that 
will stand the test of all future time. Probably more oppro- 
brium has been cast upon Eclectic physicians for adhering to 
vegetable remedies so largely, than for any other one cause of 
complaint. When the truths are known the basis for the posi- 
tion taken by these physicians is the only real scientific basis. 

The essential chemical elements of the body are classed as 
inorganic. The argument is made, up to this moment, by the 
most scientific of medical men, that to supply iron, or potas- 
slum, or sodium, or any other chemical element which may be 
deficient, the chemical substance must be prescribed directly. 
In the line of other scientific advancement, it is strange that 
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these erudite observers have not long ago recognized the re- 
sistance the system makes to the ingress of strictly inorganic 
substances; to the fact that every inorganic body must pass 
through a transformation, subtle, not well understood, not ex- 
plained in plant life, making it an organic body, before it can 
be appropriated or transformed by the vital animal processes, 
into an animal cell or made a part of an animal cell. Vegetable 


remedies—plant drugs—are by virtue of the vital organs from 


which they are reproduced, and which in themselves sustain 
their own vital character, organic. It is now generally recog- 
nized that when such is taken into the system in an organic 
form, immediately adjusts itself to the organic conditions with- 
in the system, becoming in a smooth harmonious manner, with- 
out the necessity for any waste of physical or chemical energy, 
necessary to convert it into an organic body, an essential vital 
part of the system. 

True rational remedies then, must be of themselves, or- 
ganic. The highly satisfactory manner in which these reme- 
dies are appropriated fulfill their specific function quickly, and 
are eliminated without producing irritation or detrimental in- 
fluence; their stable, reliable character and permanent effects 
all prove the position we take, and these facts can not be gain- 
said. 

In the evolution of our knowledge of the physiologic action 
of the organs of the body, the fact has grown upon us until 
- now it is positively assured that the ductless glands, once con- 
sidered without function, exercise a subtle, direct and vitally 
essential influence over the functioning of the various organs 
of the body; that this influence is very specific; that this influ- 
ence, as we shall show further, from the various organs or 
glands, works each in perfect harmony with the other, deter- 
mining a correlation between the action of these organs which 
sustains an essential balance—a coordinate influence in the 
essential functioning of the whole. In our adherence then, to 
the field of organic remedies, the question now arises: May we 
not broaden this field by adding, not animal serums prepared by 
artificial process, not vaccines alone prepared from either dead 
or live bacilli, but may we not select that class of remedies 
which are called the hormones, secreted by the endocrinic 
glands, prepared as essential extracts from the various organs, 
ductless glands or other animal structures, which are found 
to contain an essential active principle comparable in many 
particulars with the alkaloids of the plant drugs. 

The use of the substance of animal organs in the treatment 
of disease was first mentioned between four hundred and six 
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hundred years before Christ, in referring to the testicular sub- 
stance of the boar as a tonic to the reproductive organs of the 
male. For half a century cod liver oil has had official recogni- 
tion as a restorative. All previous observations up to two de- 
cades ago were empirical. Then began the administration of 
gland substances in cases where disease was believed to be due 
to deficient secretion of that particular organ. This began with 
the thyroid and the suprarenal glands, and was followed with 
what might be called a craze for organotherapy. This resulted 
in experimental observation with the substances of every in- 
ternal organ of the sheep or ox. These were removed and dried 
and powdered, compressed in tablets or glycerine extracts, and 
administered as was thought to be indicated by the disease of 
the organ that was used. Because this was too general and not 
sufficiently specific, the method did not hold its ground. 
Twelve years ago the active principle of the suprenal glands 
was discovered, and from that discovery the hypothesis that 
each gland must have such an active principle was acted upon 
and largely proven. Concerning these active principles, Star- 
ling, in 1907, used these words: ‘‘Since in the normal function- 
ing of the body there have to be discharges at frequent inter- 
vals into the blood stream, and carried onward by this to the 
organ on which they exercise their specific effect, they can not 
belong to that class of complex bodies, which include the tox- 
ines of animal or vegetable origin. We must therefore con- 
ceive them to be substances, produced often in the normal met- 
albolism of certain cells, of definite chemical composition, com- 
parable in their chemical nature and mode of action to drugs of 
specific action, such as the alkaloids. This conclusion is borne 
out by the few investigations which have been made as to the 
nature of their chemical structure in the case of certain well- 
marked correlations of functions in the higher animals. In 
consequence of the distinctive features of this class of bodies, 
and the important functions displayed by them in the higher 
organisms, I have proposed to give a special name to the class, | 
viz.,xdormones, from ‘I arouse or excite.’ ”’ 
_ This nomenclature is now accepted, and the hormones are 
the extractive principles or the active influence of the various 
glands of the body, and beginning with this, we can see more 
clearly what must in the future evolve a systematic and rational 
addition to our own systematic, scientific and rational meas- 
ures and, as Eclectics, I think we must liberally look into this 
fully and give it its exact place in specific therapeutics, because 
specific it will certainly be, when fully developed. 
In the development, then, of Hormone therapy, or animal 
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substance medication, the body, it would appear, for certain 
definite, invariable purposes manufactures its own drugs. 
These are supplied by the glands of internal secretion. These 
glands, as stated, have the power to correlate and coordinate 
the various body functions, such as pregnancy, the mammary 
secretion, growth, and the sexual development. While they 
are doing this, they also destroy any toxins within the system, 
and further still, these various secretions control one another. 
This last influence is, indeed, a most important phase of hor- 
mone therapy, for we must remember that when a certain se- 
eretion is deficent, we not only have the results of this defici- 
ency to deal with, but we have the painful effects of unecon- 
trolled antagonistic secretion. It is vitally essential that the 
‘*hormone balance’’ must be sustained, as this is a most import- 
ant factor in medical treatment. 

In administering the various glandular extracts, every pos- 
sible portal of ingress has been used. At first, it was supposed 
that if taken by the mouth they would be acted upon by the 
gastro-intestinal secretions undesirably, or would be influenced 
by many conditions. 

Objections were found to subcutaneous and sissies casei 
routes, and perhaps the larger proportion has been used by 
intravenous injection, but at present it is found that this class 
of medicines can be taken readily by the stomach. This is con- | 
venient and is generally effective. When taken by the stomach, 
they do not seem to be influenced by the gastric symptoms; 
they are quickly absorbed by the blood and soon reach the point 
where chemical and physical action is exerted. 

It has been found, also, that in many cases, like our own 
remedies, a small dose frequently repeated is more desirable 
than if a large dose be given at longer intervals. The amount 
of the dose can not be laid down yet in exact terms. They are 
given almost exclusively to supply deficiency, or correct per- 
version, and the extent of the deficiency determines the quan- 
tity to be taken; but from the first it is best to begin with a 
small dose and increase as the condition demands. 

When any hormone is deficient there is a craving in the sys- 
tem for that substance. We may see this throughout the entire 
system, although it is shown locally, but it influences the entire 
system by disturbing the delicate hormonic balance. It is said 
that a pebble thrown onto the surface of the sea will disturb 
every molecule of the water of the entire body, and thus a dis- 
turbance of one of these glandular secretions affects all. 

At the Italian Congress of Medicine in October last, the 
official report deals with the secretions and their influence im 
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health and in disease. At that congress they gave a general 
name to the ductless glands having internal secretion. They 
call the system the Endocrinic System, and the glands the En- 
docrinic Glands. They laid much stress on the fact that when 
one gland was affected, other of the glands quickly partici- 
pated. This confirms the sensitive interaction of these glands 
spoken of elsewhere. 

As before stated, the delicate hormonic balance, which 
must be sustained. within the body, is easily disorganized. This 
may be done through disease of the cells themselves. In Graves’ 
disease there is an excess, and in myxedema there is a deficiency 
of the proper secretion. These preparations then act as an 
actual stimulus—a restorative of function to the corresponding 
organs. 

I have time for but few words concerning each of these sub- 
stances. The substance called ‘‘Secretin’’ is a definite chemical 
substance procured from the cells constituting the walls of the 
duodenum. This substance is found to be a stimulant to pan- 
creatic activity, and it is believed that where the pancreatic 
glands in the human are sluggish, inactive, or their function 
is Impaired by disease, this substance will thus be of specific 
influence, and this is a reasonable conelusion. 

In diabetes mellitus, the patient is starving to death for 
want of carbohydrate nourishment, although in the blood 
there is a great excess of sugar. The appropriation of the 
chemical elements in the sugar is not properly made, and this 
is thought to be due to disease within the pancreatic glands. 
Therefore, if this glandular secretion be increased in the body, 
the combustion of the carbohydrates is correspondingly in- 
creased. Although this is not universally successful, yet it is 
in the right line, and such a course must subsequently be 
adopted as a successful measure. 

For twenty years in the treatment of tabes dorsalis the 
animal extracts have been counted as the most efficient restor- 
ative measure. Dr. Starky says that he prepared an extract 
from the thyroids, parathyroids, the ovaries of sheep, and the 
testicles from sound cocks, with the pituitaries of sheep. These 


he crushed in glycerine and filtered, and injected the product. 


In the treatment of every condition where the cells were 
inactive or destroyed, he obtained good results. This, es- 
pecially, in the treatment of the above disease. In a number 
of cases in which he used it the patients were completely 
cured. 

He reports six or eight very interesting cases where the 
tabes, with all characteristic symptoms, were present, and the 
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patient succeeded in becoming physically active, and, in some 
cases, entirely cured. 

In the treatment of tuberculosis, Dr. Bayle, of France, 
gave hypodermic injections of an extract from the spleen. In 
some cases he gave of the raw pig spleen in a syrup, equal 
to a tablespoonful, four times a day. The result was an im- 
provement of the general condition of the patient. In some 
cases the cough and night sweats disappeared, the red blood 
cells were increased, as were the white cells, also. The doctor 
believes that tuberculosis is a splenic insufficiency, and that 
treating the spleen is a very important factor in the treatment 
of this serious condition. He claims out of quite a number of 
cases to have cured all first degree cases, and 75 per cent of 
all cases he undertook, some of which were very far advanced. 

A supra-renal tumor was found in one case where there 
was abnormal development of the external genital organs. A 
number of cases are reported where the sexual character of 
the growing child was abnormally developed, where there was 
disorder of the structure of the supra-renal glands. In one 
case there was tuberculosis of these glands and diabetes fol- 
lowed. In fact, several cases are reported in which there was 
thought to be tuberculosis of these glands with diabetes. 

Experiments have shown that an extract of the adrenals 
will control the flow of the pancreatic juice, and some cases, it 
is proven that an undue production of adrenaline has preceded 
diabetes. 

In the treatment of asthma, a number of quotations are 
made from the use of adrenaline with success. One author 
had success in every case; another had excellent results in 
spasmodic cases, and good results in all cases. The remedy 
will also shorten whooping cough and benefit certain cases of 
cardiac dyspnoea. A number of cases of vomiting of preg- 
nancy have been controlled with adrenaline, but observations 
concerning this agent have covered a field too broad to be 
fully considered in this article. 

Conflicting reports are made concerning the use of an 
extract of these glands for the treatment of exophthalmic 
goiter. A writer in the London Lancet cured a seriously re- 
lapsed case with this remedy, and other very favorable cases 
are reported. 

Sajous, in summing up the value of the use of an extract 
from these glands, mentions Addison’s disease, toxemias, sur- 
gical heart failure, capillary hemorrhage. He believes it will 
yet prove of advantage in heart weakness, with dilation of 
the right ventricle, with dyspnoea and cyanosis, in asthma, 
to prevent the paroxysms, and especially to prevent the reap- 
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pearance of effusions after the patient has been aspirated, and 


/in exophthalmic goiter. 


The field for the use of the thyroid gland is a wide one. It 
seems to exercise. an important function in regulating, in a 
subtle manner, the functional mechanism of the organs of nu- 
trition, growth and development. 

In Graves’ disease with emaciation, hunger, thirst, 
polyuria, diarrhea, vomiting, sweating and nervous symptoms, 
with increased rapidity of the pulse rate and raised blood pres- 
sure, we have a train of symptoms which have been produced 
by excessive thyroid medication, Dr. Waller, of Birmingham, 
says. He believes the thyroid acts by its power of influencing 
other organs, also. There are certain cases of obesity that 
have been cured in a striking manner by this remedy, but it 
is those which, he thinks, are due to ovarian origin. Those 
cases of obesity, due to overeating, will not be benefited. Cer- 
tain cases of myxedema are cured by this remedy. 

The same writer thinks that thyroid extract has an antag- 
onistic influence upon the pancreas, and he thinks this rem- 
edy, like the supra-renal extract, will sometimes have a sup- 
pressing influence on the pancreatic secretion, as glycosuria 
may occur where too much of this remedy is taken. He is 
positive that it increases blood pressure, notwithstanding other 
theories to the contrary, provided there is no trouble with the 
heart. If the heart is wrong, the effects will be bad, indeed. 
Where the heart igs fatty, and its muscular structure feeble, 
where there is dilation or valvular disease, or the vessels 
atheromatous, the blood pressure already high, the remedy is 
a dangerous one. 

Conversely, to its use in obesity, where a child is poorly 
nourished, there are some cases in which very small doses of 
the thyroid continued with caution as long as benefits result, 
will be found exceedingly valuable. 

The author believes that thyroid treatment should never 
be used in tubercular patients. If we will compare the symp- 
toms which are given for Graves’ disease, we find a striking 
similarity, and this fact is a conclusive argument to the writer 
that this remedy should not be given, especially as tubercu- 
losis is a common ending for Graves’ disease. 

Where there are evidences of hyposecretion, such as rest- 
lessness, sleeplessness, sluggishness, neglect of routine duties, 
forgetfulness, a general dullness, this remedy should be used. 
This condition sometimes leads to cretinism, slow growth, 
eczema, infantile obesity, and, in girls, chlorsis and amenor- 


rhea; some forms of epilepsy, hysteria and melancholia are 
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caused by it. Small doses cautiously continued are always 
necessary. 

The field of action of the pituitary gland is an astonish- 
ingly wide one. It controls, without doubt, to an extent, the 
various functions of the body, especially the growth and de- 
velopment of the sexual organs, and it is intimately related 
with the function of the supra-renal glands. When this gland 
has been removed in animals there is an arrest in growth, dis- 
turbance of nutrition, serious injury to sexual functions, in- 
ternal weakness, the animal becomes dwarfed, and there is 
atrophy of the glands. 

The disturbance is not in this gland alone, but it is plainly 
evident that the function of the other endocrinic glands is 
materially impaired also. The symptom-complex of hypo- 
pituitarism is very similar to that of deficient thyroid or thy’ 
mus gland influence. There is considerable authority in Ger- 
man literature for the belief that diabetes insipidus is caused 
by an over-secretion from this gland. One patient who died 


apparently from this disorder, was found to have cancer of 
the pituitary body. 


There is one extract, secreted by the pituitary gland, that 


causes diuresis, strengthens the contractions of the bladder, 
uterus, intestine, stomach, gall bladder and bronchial mus- 
eles, dilates the pupils, acting just the contrary to that of 
adrenaline. It causes prompt bowel movements by stimulat- 
ing the muscular activity of the bowels and overcomes uterine 
inertia. 

When the thyroid gland is removed before death, changes 
are found in certain cases to take place in the pituitary body. 
These are enlargement, deposit of a colloid substance and in- 
crease of hyaline bodies. 

The pituitary extract is used in labor where the pains are 
very feeble, where the muscular exhaustion is apparent. Its 
influence is exercised without injury to the child. It shortens 
the labor also. In a number of cases where it was used during 
abortion, severe syncope followed. It does not produce the 
pains, but it strengthens those that are occurring. It is not 
counted as yet an absolutely certain remedy. It is advised in 
placenta previa because it not only controls muscular action, 
but it prevents hemorrhage. However, it should be avoided 
in abortion and premature labor, as the contractions it sets up 
aré usually too greatly prolonged: 

After surgical operations, where there hee been shock 
and exhaustion, a German writer advises it as producing a 
satisfactory tonic influence. 


Another German writer used small pn of the extract, 
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associated with the calcium carbonate, in five cases of rickets 
in infants. In less than two weeks all five were able to stand 
upright and walk. They increased in strength and weight, 
the improvement being highly satisfactory. 

Pancreatic extract had been used for some years with the 
hope that it would ultimately be found to control diabetes. As 
there is much doubt yet as to the full function of the pan- 
ereatic gland, there are none of these ductless glands that de- 
mand more and closer observation. 

As a cause of diabetes mellitus, diseases of the pancreas 
does not hold the place it once held. A recent German writer, 
Minkowsky, disagrees with Von Noorden, holding that the 
disease is a failure to utilize the sugar that is in the system,— 
owing to a deficiency not only in the pancreatic secretion, but 
a failure also of the ductless glands to properly co-ordinate, 
a lack of hormone balance. Yet he believes the most of the 
blame is to be thrown upon the pancreatic gland. 

It is more than likely that not only the pancreas, but the 
adrenals, the thyroid, parathyroid and pituitary bodies have a 
marked influence on the carbohydrate metabolism. 

A woman who died from extreme diabetes showed on post- 
mortem the pancreas greatly reduced in weight, edema of the 
thyroid, the pineal gland loaded with colloid drops, the supra- 
renal glands spongiocytotic and the ovaries greatly atrophied. 

Concerning the ovarian secretion, there was at one time a 
great deal of argument in favor of the use of this organ in 
a dried form, and it certainly would produce beneficial results 
when carefully given. At present but little is said of it. This 
should be studied in reference to its correlation to the other 
ductless glands. It controls the nutrition of the uterus and 
stimulates the functional activity, without doubt, of the repro- 
ductive organs, especially in the female. A German writer 
has given the ovarian extract, with iron, in chlorosis, amenor- 
rhea and dysmenorrhea, with satisfactory results. There are 
some cases, where the ovaries have been removed, the patients 
nervous, very excitable, and on the border of sexual neuras- 
thenia, in which in my own observation the ovarian extract 
has acted as a stimulant and upbuilding remedy of peculiar 
benefit. 

The function of the corpus lutem, of the thymus gland, 
of the pineal body and of extracts of the prostate gland, with 
that of the lymphatic glands, and mesenteric glands, as well 
as the carotid gland, are all being studied with an idea of 
determining a sufficiently exact knowledge of their influence 
to add them to the other ductless glands, as exercising a ben- 
eficial. therapeutic or restorative influence. In our own opin- 
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ion, the individual field of these glands is not wide, but it is 
exceedingly important. 
To close with these facts before us I ask you, shall we add 


these organ extracts to the Eclectic materia medica?—N. E. 
M. A. Quarterly. 


INHALATIONS IN TUBERCULOSIS 
Dr. John Albert Burnett, Hartshorne, Okla. 


There is a wide difference in opinion of physicians as to 
the value of inhalations in the treatment of respiratory dis- 
eases. This is a subject that deserves more attention and 
should be thoroughly thrashed out. It is an evident fact that 
inhalations of various drugs have effect. We all know the 
effects of inhalations of chloroform, ether, gas, etc. 

In ‘‘A Textbook of Elementary Chemistry,’? John H. Long 
3d, ed. 1906, I find the following: ‘‘One of the most charac- 
teristic of the arsenic tests is known as Marsh test. If to 
an apparatus in which hydrogen is being generated by the 
action of hydrochloric or sulphuric acid on zine a small amount 
of arsenical solution be added the nacent hydrogen forms with 
the arsenic the gaseous compound AsH,, which is extremely 
poisonous. ’’ 

Dr. T. B. Lees, of London, has a book on ‘‘The Diagnosis 
and Treatment of Pulmonary Tuberculosis.’’ It was pub- 
lished in 1913. The price is 5s. 6d. It does not contain any 
information regarding secret remedies. Dr. Lees wrote me 
as follows: ‘‘In reply to your request, I beg to say that you 
can obtain full information about the treatment of tubercu- 
losis by continuous antiseptic inhalation (with an account of 
seventy cases) by ordering a copy of ‘The Diagnosis and Treat- 
ment of Incipient Pulmonary Tuberculosis,’ published by H. 
K. Lewis, London.’’ | 

There is a book, ‘‘Treatment of Tuberculosis,’’ by A. 
Robin, translated by L. Blanco with the assistance of H. de 
Meric, which gives information on inhalations and respiratory 
apparatuses. 

W. C. Minchin is author of a book, ‘‘Treatment, Preven- 
tion and Cure of Tuberculosis and Lupus with Allyl Sulphide.’’ 
In the treatment of pulmonary tuberculosis Dr. Minchin uses 
allyl sulphide by inhalation. There ig no secret preparations 
about any of Dr. Minchin’s remedies. If desired any of his 
remedies can be obtained from Hayes Conyngham and Robin- 
son Std. (Marshell’s Pharmacy), 9 Duggan Place, Rathnimes, 
Dublin. Dr. Minchin invented a special inhaler, which is made 


by Arnold & Sons, London. Dr. Minchin has the following to 
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say regarding his inhaler: ‘‘It occurred to me when treating 
patients who suffer from pulmonary tuberculosis with inhala- 
tions that they required more ventilation than was allowed by 
the recognied inhalers. This was especially evident when it 
was used in those cases where rapid respirations, cough, 
dyspnoea and accompanying cardiac embarrassments were 
prominent features. These symptoms I found were usually 
much increased, often dangerously so by the obstruction which . 
was offered to the respiration by the close inhaler. I applied 
to Messrs. Arnold & Sons, who skillfully manufactured an in- 
haler having portion of the side wings cut away and strength- 
ening the edges of the aperture with metalic binding, which 
overcomes the difficulty. The sponge of the inhaler should be 
soaked with the succus allium sativum inhalation each time 
it is used. The sponge should be removed once daily and 
washed.’’ Dr. Minchin says the oil of allyl is very deadly to 
the baeillus tuberculosis. He says: ‘‘It saturates the human 
tissues and blood stream in a manner which cannot be excelled 
by any serum. Its action is rapid and in ease of pulmonary 
tuberculosis if no shut-away fluid exists a great improvement 
will be noticeable in a few weeks, and this will continue. If 
there be no improvement in three weeks under its influence 
I have never seen either itself, any serum germacide or sani- 
tarium treatment do any good subsequently, and I believe we 
are dealing with a case of ‘shut-away-fluid..’’ In case of 
‘‘shut-away-fluid’’ Dr. Minchin believes in operation. See his 
article, ‘‘A Plea for a Combined Surgical and Medical Treat- 
ment of Pulmonary Tuberculosis,’’ the Medical Press and Cir- 
cular, December 3rd, 1913.

THE PRESENT WAR AND MEDICINE

Some one has said any country that goes to war makes the 
whole world suffer. In other words, every country in the world 
helps pay the bills. Certainly in the present great war, in 
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which almost every nation save our own is engaged, all will 
agree that every one must help pay the bill. The medical pro- 
fession will probably pay dearer than many other professions. 

A large number of drugs that are prescribed most fre- 
quently by the profession have already advanced in price from 
00 to 600 per cent and the end is not in sight, but a more 
serious result is, that if the war is prolonged till freezing 
weather, many remedies that are daily used will be out of the 
market. 

The Eclecties are more fortunate than the dominant school 
of medicine, for we are rich in a splendid materia medica 
derived in a large measure from American plants, and are not, 
therefore, dependent upon German synthetic products; and 
now is our great opportunity to prove the therapeutic value 
of our own remedies. Have we any agent that we can use 
as a hypnotic that will take the place of trional and veronal? 
Is there any agent that will relieve the various aches and 
pains like aspirin? Are there any agents that will take the 
place or can be substituted for aconite, byronia, digitalis, 
sticta, ipecac or hyoscyamus? The crude drugs will not be 
gathered this fall in foreign fields, for red war grips the world 
and men are too busy killing each other to harvest plants. 
Should the supply of aconite be exhausted, a not improbable 
condition, what can be used in its place? If we remember 


that the direct cause of sedation is the agent’s action on the 


nervous system, we at once turn to gelsemium. In nearly all 
fevers, in the early stage, there is irritation and determination 
of blood; the patient is restless, with flushed face, bright eyes 
and contracted pupils. With such conditions gelsemium will 
meet the conditions without the use of aconite, if given in little 
larger doses than when usually combined with that valuable 
agent. If we must do without aconite, gelsemium will be the 
remedy to which we will turn. So in regard to the various 
aches and pains for which aspirin is given. It may not relieve 
as quickly, but is safer, with no fear of any depressing effect. 
Should we be ealled to do without digitalis and strophanthus, 
_ we find valuable remedies in crataegus, cactus and convallaria. 
For hyoscyamus we may substitute stramonium. For bryonia, 
asclepias. For trional and veronal, full doses of passiflora. 
While it may be possible that every remedy has its own 
peculiar action, yet the general effect can be obtained by other 
agents. Should we be forced to give up these splendid rem- 
edies, therefore, we will not be helpless, but on the contrary, 
will be able to combat diseased conditions most successfully 
by remedies prepared from American plant life.—Electic Med- 
ical Journal.

THE HARRISON NARCOTIC LAW 


For several years the use of habit forming drugs has been 
increasing, and it was apparent that something should be done 
to stop the traffic. After two or three abortive efforts Congress 
has enacted a law which promises much, though it is indeed 
unfortunate that it comes to us under the guise of a license 
and tax law. Doubtless the promoters of this bill thought that 
this subterfuge was necessary, but such a course never appeals 
to us. | 

However, the law becomes effective on the first day of 
March, and as all medical practitioners come within its pro- 


Visions it is necessary that all of us should be informed as to 


its requirements and govern ourselves accordingly. The fol- 
lowing resume of the law has been prepared by Lloyd Bros., 
and we recommend the reader to give it not only his imme- 
diate attention, but also to preserve it for future reference: 


The Physician and the Harrison Act 


Under this law, every person, partnership, association, 
company or corporation (except those specifically exempt) who 
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produces, imports, manufactures, deals in, dispenses, sells, 
distributes or gives away any opium or coca leaves, or any 
compound, manufacture, salt, derivative or preparation there- 
of, alpha or beta eucaine or any of their salts or any syn- 
thetic substitutes for them, shall register and pay the special 
tax. | 

This includes all physicians and private hospitals and 
clinics. Failure to register, pay the tax and comply with all 
the regulations will subject the person convicted to a fine of 


not more than $2,000 or imprisonment for not more than five 
years, or both. 


What the Physician Must Do—Do It at Once—Do Not Delay 


1. Obtain from the collector of internal revenue of his 
district, blank for the application of register and also blank 
for application for duplicate order blanks. 

2. On receipt of the same, fill out and return with the 
required amount, thirty-four cents for application for register. 
This amount pays for registration to June 30, 1915 (the close 
of the special tax year). On July 1, or preceding, applica- 
tion must be renewed, fee then being one dollar for one year. 
Ten cents for ten duplicate order blanks. If more blanks are 
desired, they can be obtained at the rate of ten cents for each 
ten or multiple of ten. 

3. On March 1, 1915, make an inventory of all opium, 
cocoa leaves and any compound, manufacture, salt derivative, 
or preparation thereof, alpha or beta eucaine or any of their 
salts or any synthetic substitutes for them. This inventory 
must be verified by oath before a notary public not later than 
March 5, 1915, and preserved and kept on file. 

4. All orders for opium, coca leaves and the prepara- 
tions thereof, alpha or beta eucaine or any of their salts or 
synthetic substitutes for them, must be made on the official 
order blanks. The duplicate copy must be kept by the phy- 
sician for two years subject to inspection as provided by the 
law. 

5. Do not dispense, distribute, sell or give away any of 
the items covered by this law except under the regulations of 
the law, as follows: 


Prescriptions 


1. Preseriptions must be written upon prescription 
blanks bearing the official register number (given at the time 
of registration). — 

2. Prescriptions must be dated upon date written. 
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3. Prescriptions must bear the name and address of the 
physician giving it and be signed with full name by him. 
Prescriptions must bear the name of person for whom 
same is prescribed. 
5. Druggists cannot fill prescriptions unless they comply 
with these regulations. Refilling of prescriptions is prohibited. 


Personal Visits to Patients 


Physicians may dispense to patients they visit personally 
such amounts of the drugs coming under the provisions of 
this law as are necessary without making records. 


Office Calls and Office Dispensing 


All drugs under this law, dispensed, sold, distributed, 
given away to patients calling at physicians’ offices, or sent 
by the physician to the patient’s home from the office, must be 
recorded as follows: 

1. The date when any such drug is dispensed or dis- 
tributed. 

2. The kind and quality dispensed or distributed in each 
case. 

3. The name and address of the patient to whom such 
drug was dispensed or distributed. 

4. Physician must supply himself with a record book, 
which can be any appropriate blank book. 


Special Notice 

All records, record books, blanks, etc., must be kept for 
two years and subject to ready accessibility to all duly au- 
thorized internal revenue, state and municipal officers. 

Unless you have registered and paid the special tax, it is 
unlawful to have in your possession any of the drugs desig- 
nated by this law. 

Coca 


The only preparation on our list is specific-medicine coca. 
We make no preparations of cocaine or its derivatives, 

The following pharmaceutical preparations, more or less 
employed by physicians, are subject to the Harrison narcotic 
law: 

Opium 

Diaphoretic Powder, Am. Disp. 

Sudorific Tincture, Am. Disp. 

Syrup Dover’s Powder, N. F. 

Powdered Extract of Opium, Aqueous, U. S. P. 

Dover’s Powder, U. S. P 
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Deodorized Tincture of Opium, U. S. P. 

Tincture of Opium, Laudanum, U. S. P. 

Tincture Ipecac and Opium, U. S. P. 

All the above named preparations come within the pro- 
visions of the Harrison Narcotic Law. 

The following preparations of opium may be ignored, 
either because they are for external use only, or because they 
contain less than 2 grains of opium, 14, grain of morphine or 1 
grain of codeine, to the fluid or avoirdupois ounce: 

Brown mixture, U. S. P. 

Paregorie, U. S. P. 

Mild zine ointment, Am. Disp. (for external use only). 

Ophthalmic balsam, Am. Disp. (for external use only). 


Physicians having in stock any of the above (or other) 
preparations containing more than 2 grains of opium or \4 
grain morphine, or 1 grain codeine to the fluid or avoirdupois 
ounce, must, on March 1, make an inventory of all such prep- 
arations, which must be certified to before a notary public not 
later than March 5. This inventory must be kept on file, sub- 
ject to inspection at any time by the proper government offi- 
cers. In ordering future stocks, every physician must use 
official order forms, obtainable from the internal revenue office. 


CANCER OF THE BREAST IN WOMEN 


So many women perish from cancer of the breast—7,000 
annually in the United States, according to the estimate of the 
American Society for the Control of Cancer (J. A. M. A.)— 
who could have been saved if they had attended to themselves 
in time, that it is important to call attention to its symptoms 
in the initial stage. 

What are the signs which should take any woman who 
discovers them at once to her family physician or to the near- 
est good surgeon or large hospital? 


Any lump or unnatural hardness in any part of the breast 
or in the armpit, or any reddish or brownish discharge from 
the nipple with or without soreness should receive instant 
attention and should be brought to the notice of the family 
doctor or a competent surgeon. And especially is the painless 


lump to be feared, for the breast cancer in its earlier stages 


does not compel notice by painful sensations. Cancer of the 
breast is not at first accompanied by any noticeable change 
in the size or shape of the breast, or in the consistency of 
the remainder of it. The disease sometimes shows itself as a 
hardening or shrinking of the breast with indrawing of the

nipple. In such cases the pores of the skin over the location 
of the disease later become very pronounced, so that the ap- 
pearance is much like that of pigskin. But in the beginning 
there ig no change noticeable except the lump or hardness. 
If a woman discovers this sign she should go at once to a 
physician in whom she can have perfect confidence. He will 
determine the necessity for further counsel. The patient 
should not handle or irritate the affected part, but should do 
exactly as the doctor advises. 

Cancer of the breast will be permanently cured if it is 
extirpated before it has spread beyond the place where it be- 
gan. It becomes constitutional if neglected. Any woman may 
be attacked by cancer of the breast. A mother nursing her 
child is not immune. Pain comes late, but it does not mean 
that the case is hopeless. ‘*In the early treatment of cancer 
lies the hope of cure.’ 

And the same applies to cancer of the womb. Too many 
women neglect slight or even profuse hemorrhages from the 
womb, thinking they are due to change of life, until too late, 
when a timely visit to a competent physician might have saved 
them. Undue anxiety is bad, but neglect of valuable time is 
also bad. And it is always best to be on the safe side, and

A FATAL CASE OF VERONAL POISONING 
Dr. Edward W. Lazell, Denver, Colo. 


Most of us who habitually use the coal tar and other 
synthetic preparations forget that they are deadly poisons. 
For familiarity breeds contempt and that contempt is the 
courier of death. There is still much to be learned about the 
use of these new drugs, as the following case will prove. 

Veronal is a habit producing drug. Aside from this dan- 
ger the drug is a dangerous one except when taken under the | 
direction of the physician and then properly directed. This 
appears to be due to the facts (I) that except in hot water 
or milk it is very insoluble and the patient having taken one 
dose in the tablet form and not having obtained relief from 
the nervousness and insomnia is likely to repeat the dose. 
Indeed many such doses in the tablet form may be taken and 
no immediate effect obtained at all. For some reason as yet 
unknown, solution or absorption of the whole amount then 
occurs, so that the symptoms are usually not seen until the 
next day when the patient becomes drowsy or unable to attend 
the accustomed duties or routine of life. Eighteen or twenty- 
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four hours may elapse before any symptoms are observed. The 
second factor is that it seems to have an accumulative effect, 
so that the patient may be overcome after having taken small 
doses for some time and not ever having taken a single large 
dose. McBride reports a case that slept almost continuously 
for a.week and nearly died. . 

The nineteenth edition of the dispansatory states that 
but little is known of the general physiological action. While 
some observers have noted but few after effects others have 
seen malaise, headache, giddiness and disturbances of speech. 

The patient was examined on August 10, 1914, by Dr. 
Carmody, to determine if the mental symptoms of irritability, 
nervousness, etc., were due to cerebral abscess, because the 
patient had had a discharging ear for many years. No evi- 
dence of an abscess, such as hemianopsia, aphasia, optic neu- 
ritis, etec., were found. There was a slight weakness of the 
internal rectus of the right eye, evidently due to local condi- 
tions in the eye, and the nerve heads were pale. It was quite 
evident from this examination that the patient was suffering 
from a defense neurosis, one of the Freudian mechanisms. This 
conclusion was reached from symptoms not noted here. The 
Freud psychanalysis was advised. 

The subsequent history of the patient, as learned from 
various sources after this examination, showed a gradual de- 
velopment of drowsiness during the daytime, so that she would 
often sleep most of the day, disturbances of speech, a reeling 
or staggering gait, with great physical and mental irritability. 
The gait was ascribed by her family physician to her ear 
trouble, it being thought that she had some disturbance of 
the semi-circular canals or a latent brain abscess, in spite of 
the fact that the writer had excluded abscess. On Saturday, 
October 24th, the patient remained in bed most of the day 
and did not eat till evening, when a hearty meal was taken. 
The gait was greatly disturbed. It was known that she had 
been taking aspirin for some time, but it was not known that 
she was taking anything else. The fact that she once irrele- 
vantly remarked that she was not taking any drug made me 
suspect that she was. That evening she remarked that she 
would be all right the next day. During the night she went 
to the bath room and on returning fell on the floor and had 
to be assisted to bed. She had frequently fallen in this way. 
The next morning she could not be awakened. This had hap- 
pened on previous occasions and had been attributed to hys- 
teria, so that no great alarm was felt until later in the morn- 
ing. The occasions referred to had been preceded by emo- 
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tional causes. She was seen by the writer at 12:30 p. m. on 
Sunday at St. Luke’s hospital. 

Examination showed that she was profoundly unconscious 
and could be aroused but slightly. Supra-orbital pressure and 
other means failed to awaken response. The reflexes of the 
eye were present, as were the plantars, but most of the other 
reflexes were lost. She drew up her leg on taking the Bab- 
insky, and once or twice said ‘‘yes’’ in answer to a question. 
No organic signs in the nervous system were found. There 
was slight external strabismus and paleness of the nerve heads — 
as previously noted. The skin was dusky, pulse 80, respiration 
normal, blood pressure 110, heart and chest normal. 

The diagnosis required some study. On account of the 
previous ear trouble and the known hysterical symptoms three 
possibilities were entertained—latent abscess of the brain, 
hysterical trance and a toxaemia. The first two possibilities 
were soon disposed of and it remained only to determine the 
form of toxaemia. A catheterized specimen of the urine was 
negative to albumin, sugar and casts. In view of the absence 
of the physical signs of uraemia, on which the diagnosis of 
uraemia should always be made and never on the urine, 
uraemia was excluded, and a tentative diagnosis of poisoning 
by choral or one of the allied compounds was made. The tem- 
perature was 97.8 by rectum. A thorough search of the room 
disclosed a small box from which the label was scratched, 
and finally a small tablet in one of her shoes. This tablet had 
three lines crossing the middle stamped on it and was identified 
as a veronal tablet. | 

In spite of the well known hopelessness of such cases, 
active treatment was begun. Gastric lavage showed the stom- 
ach empty. The emetics failed on account of the cerebral 
condition. Strychnine, atropin, injections of black coffee, ex- 
ternal heat and frequent catheterization were instituted. 
Alarming symptoms appeared during the evening. Cyanosis 
became extreme so that artificial respiration and oxygen had 
to be used. Digitalis was later added to assist the increasing 
difficulty in the cardiac muscle. At midnight a catheterized 
specimen showed no albumin, sugar or acetone. The patient 
was bled about half a pint, but in spite of all treatment there 
was a steady increase in pulse rate, blood pressure to 125 m, 
respiratory rate, cyanosis and prostration. The temperature 
by rectum reached 100.5. The foot of the bed wag raised and 
for several hours before death there was an almost steady 
stream of fluid from the lungs so that almost a pint was recov- 
ered in an hour as estimated. The symptom is apparently due 
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to the drug and not to dilitation of the right heart. Death 
occurred at 5 o’clock in the morning. The stomach contents, 
together with a specimen of the urine obtained at 3 p. m., was 
taken to Dr. Hill, who found no veronal in the stomach con- 
tents, but a high percentage in the urine. The urine obtained 
late in the case was not darker than that obtained earlier. 

This brings us to the discussion of some of the features 
of these cases. The action of the drug is unknown, but the 
poisonous effects are believed to be due to the formation of 
methaemoglobin. There is frequently haemato porphyrinuria, 
especially when sulphonal is taken. Death is usually due to 
respiratory failure. The orthopnoea in this case was more or 
less periodic and seemed to be increased after the inhalation 
of oxygen for the cyanosis and dyspnoea. Intra-venous injec- 
tion of sodium carbonate and sodium citrate was considered 
but not concurred in by the other consultant. The writer also 
feared overloading the right heart on account of the great 
venous stasis and terrific pulmonary oedema. It was intended 
to repeat the venesection, if any good results followed the 
first, with the idea of administering these latter drugs intra- 
venously. But no good results followed. It is believed that 
with methaemoglobinaemia the blood has lost the oxygen ¢ar- 
rying capacity. Oxygen certainly relieved the cyanosis, but 
even with its prolonged use the same result eventually follows 
and in this case the orthopnoea was increased. 

From the observation of this case and from later specu- 
lation the writer has two hypotheses to advance, for purely 
speculative purposes. (1) That the condition is an acidosis, 
in which case intra-venous injection of sodium carbonate and 
especially sodium citrate should be of service, and (2) that 
the formation of met-haemoglobin by causing a poverty of 
oxygen in the tissues has prevented the normal formation of 
carbon-dioxide, and that respiratory failure results from the 
lack of carbon-dioxide, the normal respiratory stimulant from 
reaching the medulla. The rapid respiration is also a causa- 
tive factor by excessive elimination of CO2. Possibly both 
conditions are present at the same time. It can hardly be con- 
ceded that death is due to respiratory failure from the direct 
influence of the drug on the medulla, since it would be a 
peculiar depression indeed that would require 18 hours to con- 

summate. It is really only after considerable change in the 
blood itself has taken place that respiration is disturbed. 
Again depression of the respiratory center does not occur to 
any degree on the administration of the first dose of veronal 
when properly dissolved and rapidly absorbed. Many other 
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facts indicate that the direct action of the drug itself is not 
the causative factor, but that the condition which developes 
in the blood is the real source of danger. The latter hypothesis 
advanced by the writer seems preposterous enough on first 
thought, but many points in its favor will be found on closer 
examination of the subject. It has been the source of much 
speculation by the writer in connection with pneumonia, opium 
poisoning and uraemia, as well as polycythaemia and Rey- 
naud’s disease. The consideration of this subject ineludes that 
of acapnia and shock.—Denver Medical Times.
